New York, Oct. 7.—Dr. Harry Emer­ 
son 
Fosdick, 
modernist 
Baptist 
preacher, tendered his resignation as 
pastor 
of 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 
church of New York, refusing to ac­ 
cede to a demand of the Presbyterian 
general assembly that he subscribe 
to the creed of that denomination. 
The presbytery voted to turn the 
case over to the first church session, 
which will report back Nov. IO. The 
dispute between 
Fosdick 
and 
tile 
fundamentalist element of the church 
is of long standing and came to a 
head 
at 
the 
general assembly in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., last May. Fos­ 
dick has said a belief in the virgin 
birth of Christ 
is not 
essential to 
genuine religious conviction and start­ 
ed a dispute which has 
rent the 
church to its very foundation. 
A special committee of the presby­ 
tery, headed by Dr. Edgar Whitaker 
Work, communicated the decree of 
the general assembly to the Rev Dr. 
Fosdick and read before the presby­ 
tery the minister’s answer, ending in 
resignation. 
At the committee’s roo- 
ommendation the case was placed in 
the hands of the First church for fur­ 
ther investigation with 
instructions 
to report to the presbytery by Nov. 
IO. 
It is expected that on that date 
the First church will make known 
whether it purposes to accept or re­ 
ject the resignation. 
Once before the Rev. Fosdick re­ 
signed from the assistant 
minister­ 
ship. 
The occasion was the furore 
which ensued when he said “shall the 
fundamentalists win?” as the subject 
cf a sermon.
